1. This Act may be called the Indian Arms 
Act, 1878 : and it extends to the whole of 
British India. 

But nothing herein contained shall apply 
to — 


(a) arms, ammunition or military stores on board any sea* 
going yesscl and forming part of her ordinary arm- 
ament or equipment, or 

(A) the manufacture, conversion, sale, import, export, trans- 
port, bearing or possession of arms, ammunition or 
military stores by order of the Government, or by a 
public servant or a member of cither of the forces 
constituted by the Indian Territorial Force Act, 1920, XLViii of 
or the Auxiliary Force Act, 1920, in the course of his 
duty as such public servant or member. "

CHAPTER V— MiSCEIiLANllOtTB. 

A. — A brief explanation at the Iniian Arm$ Uulee, 1924, 
offending the peeteetion ot arm by private inJivUtuak, uith 
•pedal referenee to Auam. 

1. Complainte bare been made that tbe Indian Arms RiileiiBtNdnclioB 
an not easy to understand. They contain many teobnioal 
directions of no interest to tbe prirate person wbo desires to 
possess arms for private purposes ; they bare been modified from 

time to time and have bMn oonsiderably revised this year (1923- 
24) and as they have to be read in conjunction with the Act and 
the schedules the layman sometimes finds it hanTto ascertain the 
procedure he should follow in order to secure a license and to 
understand the conditions on which he may keep arms. This 
pamphlet has been prepared, therefore, with a view to explaining 
to the public the procedure laid down* for obtaining and renewing 
arms licenses, purchasing ammunition, carrying weapons on 
journeys, importing or exporting weapons for private use and tbe 
like. It does not purport to be an exhaustive paraphrase of the 
Rules, but merely sets fortih, in language free from legal 
teohnicalities, what the procedure is without touching on matters 
connected with the manufacture, import, export and sale as 
affecting dealers. 

2. Every person who is not specially exempt from the opera* fwim wha 
tions of those sections of the Act which prohibit the beeping or ^ 
carrying of arms without a license must take out licenses to tboM 
cover any arms or ammunition which be possesses or wishes to ***"?*■ 
purchase. A list of the persons and classes of persons so exempt 

will be found in tbe Schedule I of Indian Arms Rules, 1924. 

Persons exempt however are subject to the following conditions 
(<) tbe number and description of arms in respect of which 
exemption is enjoyed may he restricted under separate 
orders issued by each local Government. Where such 
orders are in force arms in excess of the prescribed 
numbers or descriptions must be covered by licenses ; 

(j») all firearms in a person's possession must be registered 
in such manner as the local Government may prescribe ; 

(sm). the loss or theft of any arms or ammunition must he 
reported forthwith at the nearest police station ; and 
(4e) arms or ammunition may not be imported through the 
post office, and in Burma may not be despatched 
through the post. 
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Orders regarding conditions (s) and (ii) are issued separately 
by each local Government in regard to its own territory. The 
rales regarding Assam are as follows : — 

Every exempted person shall enter all arms in his possess* 
ion in the form prescribed below and shall forward the same 
to the District Magistrate of the district in which he ordina* 
rily resides. The form may be obtained on application from the 
office of the District Magistrate. 

2. An exempted person shall forthwith report to the DUtriot 
Magistrate in the aforesaid form any subsequent increase in the 
number of arms in his possession. He shall similarly report any 
reduction in the number already registered due to sale, loss or 
theft of arms in his possession He shall also report any change 
in class due to the conversion of any such arms. 

8. An exempted person shall report ony permanent change of 
his i^denoe to the District Magistrate of the district where he 
originally registered the arms in his possession unde.' rule 1. 

4. An exempted person arriving from another province for 
permanent residence in this province shall register the firearms 
in his possession in the manner prescribed in rule 1 above. 

5. Failure to comply with these rules diall render the 
exempted person liable to the cancellation of his exemption. 


Retwrn arm* in the pos»e$»ion of exempted pertone. 
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In the old rales, 1920, the list of exemptions was much larger 
than it is now ; and oertidn oategories We been excluded ftom 
the new schedule. Suoh persons now excluded but exempt under 
the rules of 1920 will be granted a life oertifloate of exempthm 
free of fee in respect of the weapons in respect of which they 
now enjoy exemption provided they apply within six months of 
the iMue of the Itules. of 1921. The perwns who are eligible for 
this life oertifloate are mentioned in the appendix (page 186). 

8. ^oenoes are not ordinarily required in Assam to cover 
possession of arms other than Alarms, swords, swordstioks « inTw 
daggers, spears, etc., but it may happen that in particular districts oiriMd ud 
or parts of districts licences in respect of such arms may be required 
under fecial orders of Government. Orders of this description ore Uonsn. 
issued in a time of emergency and rescinded when the emerg* 
ency has passed. Persons having doubts are therefore advised 
to niake enquiries from the District Magistrate as to whether 
a licence is necessary. Licences in one or other of the forms 
described below are required for ail firearms. 

4. Licences may be given entitling the holder to keep anni|®Jj*J^ ** 
(other than pistols and revolvers) and anmunition in a certain'* 
place but not to go armed ; or again, 

licences may be given permitting the holders to possess arms 
and go armed for the purpose of sport, protection or display, or 
again, 

licences may be given to possess arms and go armed for the 
destruction of wild animals which do injury to human ^ings, 
oaltlo or crops. (These are intended mainly to help cultivators 
and arc granted free of fees) and, lastly, 

lioenoes may be given to go armed on a journey. 

6. It may bo asked whether everybody is entitled to a licence 
on payment of the prescribed fee. The answer is in the negative, fer Umdooi. 
An;^ person of course may apply for a license, but the grant 
of licenoes is governed by the broad principle that arms and 
ammunition must not be allowed to fall into the hands of lawless 
people. It is clearly impossible for all applioants to be personally 
known to the licencing authoritv, who, in order to discharge 
properly the responsibility laid on him, must in many oases cause 
enquiries to be made, through any agency he deems best, into 
the iona fides of the applicant and his fitness to possess arms 
before he can grant a licence. The Government of Assam have, 
however, laid ilown certain qualifications the possession of any 
one of which oonnotes, in thrir opinion, sufidment evidence of 
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lespeotAbUity to warrant the g^nt of a lioenoe without further 
enquiry unless the lioenoing authority has a suflEioient and definite 
reason for refusal or for ordering enquiry. 

These qualifications are 

(i ) Members of any order established by the Crown, persons 
holding a title conferred or recognised by the Govern* 
ment of India or the Kaisar*i*Hind Mc^l, or a oerti* 
ficate of honour ; 

(U) Members, ^ past or present, of the Indian Central or 
Provincial^ Legislaturea or persons included in the list 
of Provincial Durbaris ; 

(tit) Persons paying not less than Bs. 500 per ann um as 
land revenue or Bs. 50 as local rate ; 

(tv) All pei^ns, official or non-official, who have paid income* 
tax in the year of application ; 

(v) Government officers in receipt of a salary of not less 

than Bs. 100 per mensem ; 

(vt) Commissioned and gazetted officers and non-commissioned 
officers of His Majesty's Military, Naval or Air 
Forces or of His Majesty’s Indian Marine Service or 
commissioned Indian officers of the Imperial Service 
Troops in Active Service ; 

(vi*) Pensioners, official or non official, who, before retirement, 
were included in either of the last categories ; 

{vUi) Members of the Auxiliary Force and the Indian Terri* 
tonal Force ; 

(<w) Bishops, ordained priests, and mimsters of the Christian 
religion ; the leading Adhilcar Gosains ; and the 
Sajjada-Nashins of the principal Bargahs ; 

(w) Honorary Magistrates ; 

{xi) Members of Local Boards, Munioiped CommisUoners, 
and members of Union Panehayatt under Bengal Act 
V of 1876 ; 

(wvi) Mauzadars ; 

(wIM) Gaonburas, Dalaiv, and other recognised village headmen ; 

(wie) Sarpanches and meinbers of Village Authorities ; 

(xv) Legal Practitioners ; 

(wvi) Doctors on the medical register ; 

(a;vt4) All persons hitherto exempted from taking out licences 
wno do not fall in any of the above desses. 
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6. The lioenoo which is most generally required is that which Iawdm aoit 
will enable the ^Ider to possess arms and go armed for purooses ud 
of sport, protection or display. Tin’s licence is granted in Form mm whom 
XVI smd any one wiNbing to obtain it should apply either in *'’‘““**’**‘ 
person or by post to the nearest District or SubJivisional Magis- 
trate unless the applicant ordinarily resides in an Indian State 

and way have occasion to visit British India, in which case he 
should apply to the Political Officer of his Slate. 

7. Details of the fees chargeable for a licence in Form XVI Fwi. 
will be found on reference to it. 

Broadly they are 

(j) for a breech-loading revolver or pistol Rs. 10 ; 

(ii) for any other breech -loading weapon Rs. 6 ; 

(Hi) for any other weapon annas 8. 

These rates apply to a licence granted for the first time. On 
renewal, fees at half these rates, except in the case of the last- 
named, will be charged. Fees may he paid either in non-judicial 
stamps or in cash. 

There are, however, certain classes of persons who, in 
of their past or present civil or military service, have been pij 

exempted from the necessity of paying fees for licences in this ^ ^ ^ 
form. Details of these will also be found in tbe Appendix ^ 

(vide page ISR). Otherwise, where payable, fees may be paid 
either by means of a non-judicial stamp affixed to the applica- 
tion or in cash at the option of the applicant. 

8. Licences in Form XVI are originally granted for one year Aiwoorered 
from the date of issue and for the most part hitherto have been ^ 
valid only in the district in which they wore granted. Licensees of it* 
should, however, realize that if they wish to avoid the inconven- 

ience of annual renewal they may apply for a licence valid 
for a period not exceeding thr<% yeirs which will be granted on 
payment of a compounded fee. A licence in this form may 
also be made valid for the whole of British India and the practice 
of giving such all-India licences has been encouraged in order 
to minimise tbe inconvenience otherwise caused to persons who 
move frequently from one district to another. It should bo 
observed that a condition attaching to a licenr e specially made 
valid for t^ whole^of British India is that its valiaity is subject 
to such restrictions as may be imposed by a local Government 
in reqpeot to its own territory.

of such district or tract. Holders of all*Tndia licences coming 
to Assam are advised to consult beforehand the nearest licensing 
authority. 

amount of ammunition for revolvers, pistols and 
Hfles other than ‘22 bore, which the licensee is entitled to possess 
tint at any one time or within the period of validity of the licence 
will he entered on the licence. This amount is determined by 
Local Governments and all purchases of ammunition for these 
weapons must be entered on the licence form by the vendor, but 
there is no necessity for the latter to enter purchases of any 
other kind of ammunition on the possession of which there are 
no restrictions, nor has bo any need to enter on any form of 
lioence purchases of any kind of ammunition, other than that 
for rifles of *303 or ‘430 bore and revolvers or pistols of ‘4160 
bore (to efleot the purchase of which ammunition possession 
lioencps have to be taken out even by persons otherwise exempted) 
made by persons who arc exempted from the necessity of taking 
out lioenoes. 

The Government of Assam have flxed the following standard 
for the purchase or possesion of ammunition by persons Wding 
licenses in Forms Nos. XV. XVI, XV HI. and XIX and by 
persons other than those belonging to Hill Tribes : — 

Rifles (other than '23 bore or target)— 200 rounds. 

Revolvers and pistols— 100 rounds. 

Shot guns and '22 and target rifles — No limit 

Journey ^ 10. Where a licence is valid only for the district in which 

lieeBMi. granted and the holder wishes to carry his weapons on a 

Journey or in cases in which the licensee wishes to go on a 
journey accompanied by his retainers who are aooustomed to 
hew arms when accompanying him, a liocnoo is required, for 
wliioh a fee of 4i annas is charged for all weapons except revolv- 
ers or pistols, for which a fee of Rs. 10 is exacted. These 
lioenoes ore ohtaiaable from a Commissioner of Police, a District 
Magistrate or a Subdivisional Magistrate specially empowered to 
grant them, and, as the law requires an oflicer who receives an 
application for a journey lioence to obtain the previous approval 
to its grant of the proper authority of tlie place of residenoe ol 
the applicant in cases where the latter does not resi le within the 
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jiuisdiotion of the officer to whom application is made or is not 
phrsonally Imown to him, unless for any special reason this 
pfecaution is considered unnecessary, persons are advised to 
allow for the delay that such enquiries mu^t cause by submitting 
their applications some time before the actual date of the journey. 

It shoald also be noted that a journey licence does not entitle 
the holder to use the arms covered by it for purposes of sport in 
the ooum of his journey. A licensee bolding a district or a 
^vinoial licence wishing to proceed to any place outside the 
distriot or province for sport should have his liccnoo made valid 
for that place and for the journey thereto or, and ho is advised 
to do this, get his licence made valid for the whole of British 
India. 

11. The conditions attaching to the grant of any licence are ComUtioni 

printed on the form itself. These should be carefully noted and ** 

observed, as the infringement of any one of them constitutes an 
offence under the Indian Arms Act and renders the holder of 

the lioenAO liable to prosecution. Prominent amongst these 
conditions are those which require tlie giving of information 
forthwith at the nearest police station of the loss or theft of any 
arms and ammunition and the embargo on the taking of arms 
to a fair, religious procession or other public assemblage unless 
specially authorised to do so. 

12. As has already been stated, licences to cover possession RmmwsI ot 
and going armed are granted for a period of from one to three 

years. When this period is nearing expiry, if the arms covered 
by a licence are still in the holder’s possession, he should apply 
for renewal of his licence. Such an application should be 
addressed either to the authority who granted the licence or the 
nearest District or Subdivisional Magistrate according to which 
officer’s headquarters are nearest to tho applicant’s place of resid- 
ence for the time being. Production of arms is not necessarily 
demanded before a liconco is renewed, but it should be under* 
stood that it rests with the licensing authority to demand this 
if he deems it necessary. Tho original licence should, uf course, 
accompany all applications for renewal. In many o^s personal 
applications will be found most speedy ^ and convenient and are 
therefore encouraged where persons reside at headquarters stations 
or in cities or towns, or in country districts when the Deputy 
Oommissiouer or Subdivisional Officer arranges to renew licences 
on tours, but there is no objection to the submission of these 
applications through jbe post. It has already been stated that 
ees for renewal are, wub one exception, muzzle-loaiding 
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arms and other arms, half the orinnal foes. In this oonneotioo 
it should be noted, however, uiat licensing authorities have 
discretion to levy fees at the original rates in rospmt of renewals 
where the application for renewal is not received within a 
month following the date of expiry of the licence and where 
there is no sufficient excuse for the delay. 

Anuig«- 18. Private individuals frequently wish to import firearm* 
it to India as part of their personal lutrgage- If a licence cover- 
ar^ng* in ing possession in India has been obtained beforehand or if a 
India V ms. person is one of an exempted class no difficulty arises as on pro- 
duction before the Customs authorities of the licence or proof, 
if required, of exemption, the arms can at once be cleared since 
in these oases no special licence to cover import is necessary. 
In the majority of oases, however, ooneeming non-exemptM 
persons, the arms are not covered by a possession licence and 
in oases of this kind where a person’s final destination • in India 
is not the x>ort of arrival, a licence covering temporair possession 
during the period of the journey from the port of disembarka- 
tion to the place of destination can be obtained on payment of 
a fee of He. 1 per WGa])on from the Commissioner of Police or 
District Magistrate at the port of arrival. This will enable an 
individual to take his weapons with him on bis journey upoountry 
but on arrival at bis destination he must take out a regular 
licence in the ordinary way. The objection that there may be 
no time on arrival in which to obtain a temporary licence of the 
kind described from the Commissioner of Police or other author- 
ity can easily be met by the individual instructing his Agent in 
advance to obtain this licence on his behalf to cover the weapons 
he is bringing with him and a description of which should be 
furnished to the Agent. The groat advontago of this procedure 
is that the importer will bo able to proceed at once on bu journey 
with his weapons in his possession instead of leaving them in 
deposit with the Customs authorities until a proper licence cover- 
ing possession can be obtained in respect of them. 

Riflei, wToi- 14 . Bifies of '303 and '450 bores and revolvers or pistols 
tSii“prohi.of .O’* intermediate bore are not allowed to 

bitodboiM. bo imported into Hritish India except under the special 
sanction of the Government of India which is only given 
for exceptional reasons. This prohibition applies to all weapons 
the bore of which is of the dimensions given irrespective 
of the dimensions of the chamber or “ letm ” and wheti^r, 
as manufactured, Government ammunition can or cannot 
be used in them. Even persons who have been granted the 
privUege of exemption have had it icstridted in this respect 
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t0 *irMpoaifl whioh hare Iteen lawfully imported into British India 
and no licensing authority is permitted to give a licence to cover 
poMeasion of sudi weapons to non*ezempted persons nnltwi he is 
•aatfifi.ed that they hare been lawfully imported. This oan only 
be iha ease if special permission has been obtained or the weapons 
wore in India before the prohibition against import oune into 
force, i.e., in the case of the rifles before January 1901 and of 
revolvers or pistols before the latest Arms Buies, those of 1984, 
came into force. To ensure, however, that persons who own 
snoh rifles lawfully for sporting purposes and revolvers or pistols 
obtained before their import was prohibited may obtain ammuni* 
tion for tbe same in reasonable quantities ptoviuon has been 
made in the Buies to permit of selected dealers being aUcwed 
to import and sell such ammunition to qualified persons, s.f ., 
those who hold licences covering possession of the same. 

15. Private individuals are not required to obtain any special 
licence to cover the export of arms and ammunition which they 
may desire to take out of the country with them or send ont m 
India provided these are of a reasonable quantity and their poe* 
session in India is covered either by a licence or by exemption. 

16. In the Appendix which follows will be found the list of 
exempted persons, of persons entitled to a life certificate, peisonfi 
who are not required to pay fees for possession of lioences and 
specimen copies of the licence forms described above.

On the arrival of the District Magis- 
trate on the morning of the 28th April, he received reports from 
the two officers of the occurrences of the 27th April and he was 
&Uo informed that the nolioe had reason to believe that firearms 
were stored in certain kutoheries belonging to Hindu seminar. 
In oonsequenoe the District Magistrate, accompanied by the 
District Superintendent of Police, proceeded to search the 
kutoheries. Under the orders of the District Magistrate, the 
kutcheri of the respondent was forcibly entered, boxes toteid 
open, and searoli made. On an action beine instituted against 
the District Magistrate for trespass, it was round as a faet that 
be had acted with perfect bona-j^des : — Held (Brett .T. dissenting) 
that according to the principles of equity, justice and geod 
oonsoience, the search constituted an actionable trespass UnAMs 
warranted by some statute, and in the oiroumstanoes of tbevMas 
the search was warranted by no statute. When Executive OfteWv 
are invested with statutory powers of a speoial and dradtio nathihk 
bmore exercising those powers they must strictly oom|^ w^ 
the provisions of the Act which created them. The search being 
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a general search for arms, was not warranted by section 26 of the 
Arms Act of 1878, which required that before making the search 
the Magistrate should first record the grounds of his belief in 
terms of the section which was not done. The words “ having 
first recorded the grounds of his belief '’in section 26 are mandat* 
Qry. The search was not warranted by section 106 of the Criminal 
Procedure Code, as in the circumstances of the case the Magistrate 
was not acting as a " Court. ” The search was not warranted by 
section 166 of the Criminal Procedure Code : that section does 
not apply to a Magistrate. 

Semble . — A general search for arms would be governed ratber 
by the provisions of the Arms Act than by the provisions of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure. The search must be taken lo have 
been conducted by the Magistrate in bis executive and not in bis 
judicial capacity, and hence he was not protected by Act XVIII 
of 1860.

(Delivered by Lord Maonaghten.) 

The pecuniary amount involved in this appeal is ootnpiMt* 
ively trifling. But the case is one 'of grave importance, and 
their Lordships are compelled to add that, in their opinion, there 
has been a serious misoarriage of justice in both the Courts which 
dealt with the matter in India, 
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In April 1907* Mr. Clarke, the appellant, was the Dktriot 
Magistrate of Mymensin^h, an extensive district in the ptoTinod 
of Bengal. The principal suit, the result of which governs this 
consolidated appeal, was brought by the first respondeutt aa 
plaintiff claiming damages for trespass on the allegation that 
Mr. Clarke hud illegally and wantonly searched his kutoherry, 
and that Mr. Clarke bad not only acted illegally, but that he had 
acted out of personal malice and ill-will. The suit originidly 
brought in the court of the third Sul^rdinate Judge of Mymen- 
singh was transferred, at the plaintiff’s instance, to the High 
Qourt in its Extraordinary Original Civil Jurisdiction. It was 
tried by Fletcher, J. He found in favour of the plaintiff and 
gave a decree for lis. 500 but without costs. Costs were not 
awarded to the successful plaintiff on account of the charge of 
personal misconduct which his Lordship held to be unfounded 
and grossly improper. Mr. Clarke appealed to the High Court 
in its appellate jurisdiction. The plaintiff filed cross-objections 
reiterating his charge of personal misconduct. The Court of 
Appeal, consisting of the late Chief Justice and Harrington, J. 
(Brett, J., dissenting), dismissed the appeal but without costs. 

The result is that a Magistrate placed in a very difficult 
position and called U];>ou to act on a sudden emergency has been 
adjudged guilty of trespass and subjected to a fine though he 
seems to have acted properly, with courage and good sense, and 
strictly in accordance with the powers committed to him. 

The facts of the case are not really in dispute. 

JamsJpur is a subdivision of Mymcnsingli. The zemindars in 
that part of the country are Hindus, most of them, apparently, 
absentees living in Calcutta. Bulk of the population is 
Muhammadan. For some time before the occurrence which led 
to this suit, owing, it was said, to the measure known as the 
Partition of Bengal, there had been a good deal of disaffection 
and excitement in the district, and the relations between the 
Hindus and the Muhammadans w'ere dangerously strained. 

On the 21st of April 1907 there W'as a large fair or mela held 
at Jamalpur. Some Hindus, apparently at the instance of the 
servants and agents of the plaintiff and his co-sharers known 
collectively as the Gouruckpur* zemindars, tried to prevent the 
sale of bideti or foreign goods. The Muhammadans resented this 
attempt, 'ihere were serious disturbances out of which thera 
q;>rang up a hitter feeling between the Hindus and the Mubamipad* 
ans. On the evening of the 27th of April some Hindus dressed 
or supposed to he dressed in Muhammadan clothes were obsefiTad 


^Gauripnr, 
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WMideriag about tbe town. They TPere followed by a baud of 
Uahaminadans. The Hindus turned on the me i following them 
nnd fired three or four revolver shots and a Muhammadan wai 
wounded. An uproar followed. Mr. Barniville, the Subdivisicmal 
Magistrate of tTamalpur, and Mr. Luffman, the District Superin* 
tendent of Police, who were thou in the dak bungalow, hastened 
to the scene of disturbance. They met some Muhammadans car* 
iring away the wounded man, and they received information that 
we persons u bo had committed this offence had fled in the 
direction of tbe cutcherriea of tbe Goumckpur* zemindars. These 
kutoherries appear to be close together in an open piece of ground. 
Hard by is a temple of Thakurain Doya Moyee, and ezmted crowd 
^ Muhammadans was collected there apparently bent on attack* 
ing tile kutoherries. Tbe Subdivisional Magistrate and the 
District Superir tendent of Police found 40 or 60 men armed 
with lathia. After they had disarmed them they were told that 
armed men were concealed in the temple. They went there. They 
found the doors locked and wore refused admittance. The Sub* 
divisional Magistrate ordered the persons inside to open the doOrs 
assuring them of protection. In response several shots were 
fired from inside, and a man was wounded slightly. The two 
officers then withdrew after dispersing tbe Muhammadan crowd 
outside. 

Tbe Subdivisional Magistrate wired at onoe to the Cominis* 
sioner of tho Division and the District Superintendent of Folioe 
sent a telegram to Mr. Clarke to the following effect : 

“ Serious riot just averted. Come at onoe.” 

Mr. Clarke received this telegram at 2 a.m. on the morning 
of the 29th of April. He started for Jamalpur by the first train, 
and arrived there at 10 a.m. On his arrival he found tbe f<fildw- 
ing telegram from the Oommissioner headed *' Urgent”; — 

“ Barniville has wired for available armed Police by special 
train, saying serious disturbance impending. 'What do ydu know? 
Can ^ you send Gurkhas from Mymensingh to be replaced if 
required by men from here — Dacca ? ” 

Mr. Clarke, who had spent most of his time after the mela 
disturbance betweeen Jama'pur and Mymensingh, and knew the 
state of feeling io tho district, took oounsel with the SupeHn* 
tendent of Police and the Sub^visional Magistrate. From 
he heard and from whnt he knew himself he came to the ooftmii* 
sion that it wus his duty to search the kutoherries. And accord* 
iagW he did so, accompanied by the Subdivisional Magistrate, the 
Folioe officers, and a force of police. The plaintiff’s cutobgriy 

vQawipor. 
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wa» foond looked. It seems that the Jemadar in charge of the 
building had locked it up, and left at 1 p.m. There woe no one 
on the {rround to open the doors. So the doors were foroed open. 
Boxes in the outoherry were also opened and their contents taken 
out. The actual searoh within the building was made by the 
police, but Mr. Olarke had charge and dirootion of the whole 
proceeding. He remained outside. 

There was nothing of an incriminating nature found in the 
outoherries. 

The question and the only question on this appeal is whether 
Mr. Olarke was authorised by law to make the searoh. That 
depends on the proyisions of the Co'le of Criminal Procedure and 
on nothing else. 

It cannot be denied that a serious offence had been committed 
against the public tranquillity and th'^t, under the Code of 
Criminal Proceduro (which defines ofiFences agairist the public 
tranquillity and is summarised in Chapter VIII of Schedule II 
of the Code), every member of the unlawful assembly from 
which the shots proceeded was equally guilty of the offence. 
Nor can it bo disputed that it was the duty of the District 
Magistrate to enquire into tliat offence. 

Now section 177 of the Code provides that every offence shall 
ordinarily be enquired into, and tried by a Court within the local 
limits of u hose juiisdiotion it was committed. Mr. Clarke, by 
virtue of his superior rank, superseded the Snhdiyisional Magis* 
trateof Jamalpur, and properly assumed jurisdiotion there. 

An enquiry under the Code is a proceeding distinct from a 
trial. Thero is no definition of the word " enquiry ” in the 
interpretation clause, section 4. But there is this explanation of 
the term as used in the Code : — 

" (^) Enquiry includes every enquiry other than a trial 
conducted under this Code by a Magistrate or Court.” 

Section 86 is in the following terms : — 

'* All District Magistrates, Subdivisional Magistrates, and 
Magistrates of tbo first, second, and third classes have the jiowers 
hereinafter respectively conferred upon them and specified in the 
third schedule. Such powers are called their ordinary powers .” 

Schedule III, referring back to section 86, defines ordi- 
nary powers ” of Provincial Magistrates beginring with Magis- 
trates of the third class. Every Magistrate of a higher ciuM 
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ll inTested with idl the “ ordinary powers ” of a Magistrate of the 
olass immediately below that to which he belongs, with farther 
powers appertaining to Magistrates of his own grade. 

Among the *' 'ordinary powers ** of a Magistrate of the third 
olass specified in Schedule III is : — 

** (8) Power to issue search warrants, section 96." 

Tn section 96 the following provision occurs 
‘'Where the Oourt considers that the purpose of any enquiry, trial, 
or other proceeding under the Code will be served by a general 
search or inspection, it may issue a search warrant." Then section 
105 provides as follows 

" Any Magistrate may direct a search to be made iifhis 
presence of any plaoe for the search of which he is competent 
to issue a search warrant." 

It seems clear from these sections and Schedule III that 
Mr. Clarlie was authorised by the Code to direct a search of 
the plaintiffs’ kutoherry in his presence if he oousilered it 
advisable to do so. 

Now the learned trial Judge disposes of Mr. Olarku’s defence 
in rather a sun)mary manner. Beyond referring to section 106 
he does not consider or, refer to any one oF the sections on whioh 
the defence is based, nor does he deal with Schedule III at all. 
All that the learned Judge says on this part of the case is 
this : — 

" It is obvious in the present case the defendant was not 
oonapotent to issue a search warrant under the provisions of the 
Otinninal Procedure Code. The defendant was not acting as a 
Oourt within the moaning of section 94 of the Oriminal Pro* 
oedure Code, as there was no proceeding poading before him." 

Ou appeal the late 0. J. and Harrington, J., took the same 
view and dealt with the matter much in tlie same way. After 
citing section 105 the learned 0. J, proceeds as follows - 

" The Magistrate ciu only aot under this section where ha is 
competent to issue a search warrant. That takes us to seoiaon 
96. That section applies to the issue of a search warrant by the 
Court. Here the defendant was not acting as a Court, and all 
that section 105 enacts is that instead of the Court issuing a 
search warrant the Magistrate may direct a search to be mMO 
in his presence. It is reasonably obvious why this power is 
.given to a Magistrate, but the seotion does not assist the present 
defendant." 
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The opinion of Harrington, J., ie to the same effeofe. He 

■ays : — 

*' In my opinion section 96 only authorises the Magistrate to 
issue a search warrant when sitting as a CourC, when some 
proceeding under the Code has beeA initiated before him. And 
this view is strengthened by the form of the search warrant 

£ Ven in Schedule V, which recites that information has been 
id or complaint lias been made.*’ 

If his Lordship had read to the end of the form in Schedule 
y, he would have seen tliat it disposes of his theory altogether. 
The form contemplates the issue of a search warrant before any 
proceedings of any kind are initiated and in view of an “ enquiry 
abeut to he made.” 

It would seem that the trial Judge and both the learned 
Judges who formed the majority of the Court of Appeal were 
misled by the use of the word ” Court ” in section 96 For the 
sake of brevity the Code uses the terms “ Court ” and “ Magis- 
trate ” genoi'ally if not always as convertible terms. Section 6 
headed " Classes of Griminar Courts ” enacts that 

” Besides the High Courts and Courts constituted under any 
law under this Code for the time being in force there shall be 
five classes of Oiiminal Courts in British Jndia, namely 

I. Courts of Session. 

II. Presidency Magistrates. 

III. Magistrates of the first class. 

IV. Magistrates of the seoond olass. 

V. Magistrates of the third class.” 

Seetion 36 taken in conjunction with Schedole III places the 
matter teyond all doubt. The ordinary powers of all Provincial 
Magistrates are declared to bo those “hereinafter conferred 
upon them and specified in the third sohednle,” That means : 
oonferred upon them by the Act and specified in the tbrid sohe* 
dule to the Act. As appears by the schedule, the power to issue 
search warrants is specified among the ” ordinary powers '* of 
the Provincial Magistrates, but the onlyi section oonl'crring the 
power is section 96 to which the schedule itself refers. 

It seems to their Lordships therefore clear that what Mt. 
Clarke did was warranted by the Code. If that be so, them ia 
an end of the case. 
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Two other points were disoassed by the trial Judge and the 
learned Judges oi Appeal at much greater length than the 
ground on whioh the real defence to the action was based. It 
seems that the defendant or his advisers not content with relying 
on the Code of Criminal Procedure unwisely porlmps prayed in 
aid section 25 of the Indian Arms Act, 1878, and al«o Act 
No. XV III of 1850, entitled "an Act for the Protection of 
Judicial Officers." The one seems inapplicable ; the other in 
the present case wholly unnecessary. Tht-ir Loidships are dis» 

S osed to agree with the majority of the Court of Appeal that 
Ir. Clarke not having complied with the preliminary condition 

S rescribed by the Arms Act cannot defend his action under that 
^ tatute. _ On the other hand, they huve no doubt that Mr. Olarke 
in directing a general search of the plaintiiT’s kutcherry in view 
of an enquiry under the Code of Criminal Procedure was acting 
in the discharge of his judicial functions, and they think that if 
it had been necessary he mizht have appealed for protection to 
the Aot No. XVlIl of 18Bor 

^ Their Lordships think that there was no foundation for the 
suit. Mr. Olarko’s action xtuder the circumstances was quite 
justified. The charge of personal misconduot advanced and 
reiterated without any shadow of proof deserves the severest 
reprobation. 

Their Lordships will therefore, humbly advise His Majesty 
that this appeal ought to be allowed, the Order of the Court of 
Appeal discharged, and the suit dismissed with costs in both 
Courts.

The offence under sections 5 and 19(a) of the Arms Act is 
not a mere keeping of arm^, bnt a keeping of 
the same for sale. In oases of oonspiraoy, the 
agreement between the conspirators cannot 
generally be directly proved, but only inferred 
from the established facts of the case where 
two persons took a house in which a considerable number of 
pieces of fire-arms was foand with tools and implements, and 
work had been actually done to some of the parts of fire-arms, 
the court may and ought to infer a conspiracy to manufacture 
arms. Fercuriam : whore there is only a oonspira:^ to manu- 
rnnidiBient when facture arms, without an actual manufacture, 
the sentence should be imposed under seotion 
120B of the Penal Code rea^ with section 
19(a) of the Arms Act and section 116 of the 
Penal Code, and the maximum term of impris- 
onment awardable under these sections is 9 months* rigorous 
imprisonment. Per Beachcroft, J. The punishment awardable 
under seotion 120B of the Penal Code varies according as the 
offence has or has not been committed in consequence of the 
oonspiracy.
